- Dates From Glacial Age 

An investigation into. the origin and 
development of an age-old peat bog in 
Wisconsin has been made by experts 
of.the botanteal department of the 
State untversity. She conclusion.

The botanists found 25 kinds of for 
sit pollens, of which ten were s{gnift- 
cant in determining the history of the.

Most 
of them, having been “@rected to 
commemorate lis services as Presi- 
_ dent during a critical period in the 
nation's history and his world-wide renown as a 
great huwanitariam portray him as the bearded 
man of mature ys hee, de benign. countenance, 
the Great Emancipato® the ‘Man of Sorrows”, 
the martyr. ; : 

In recent years. however, there has been a 
tendency to perpetiite in bronze and stune cer- 
tain, Incidents in his earlier life whieh wil mem. 
orialize those formative years when the charac- 
ter of the future American immortal was be- 
ing shaped and molded, Sa we hive the “Rail- 
Splitter” statue in Garfield park in Chtcago, the 
“Black- Hawk War Captain” statue in Dixon, TL, 
the “candidate” statue in Cincinnati, Ohio, and 
the “Young Statesman’ statue in Louisville, Ky. 

The newest of these “youthful Lincoln" sta« 
tues is the one which was erected last year on 
the plaza of the Lincoln National Life Insurance 
company at ort Wayne, Ind. and which por- 
trays “Lincoln, the Hoosier Youth." It is the 
work of the faraous sculptor, Paul Manship, 

The main facts of Lincoln's earlier years are 
well known to most Americans, thanks to the 
painstaking labor of such biographers as Rev. 
William FE. Barton, Senator Albert J. Beveridge 
dnd Carl Sandburg and others who seem to 
have brought to light every single fact which 
was significant tn making Lincaln the man that 
he. became. But it is doubtful if anything more 


interesting has éver heen written about that pe- . 


ri¢d of Lincoln's life than the ‘report of an 
“overlooked interview” with Dennis F. Hanks, 
a cousin and close companion of Lincoln, which 
was set down by Robert McIntyre, an attorney 
of Mattoon, TE, fn Magy, 1802, a copy af which 
hus recently come into the hands of the author 
of this article, The interview in part follows: 

T found him hele and ereet, ready to recount 
for the benefit of a younger generation, the in- 
eidents which marked the youth of the martyred 
President. His name is Dennis . Hanks, and 
he ts a cousin to Lincoln. Unele. Dennis, as he 
Ig cilledsis a typieat Kentuckian, bern in EHar- 
din county, 1799. Tis fare is sun-bronzed and 
plowed with furrows of time; a resolute mouth 
with firm grip of the Jaw: broad forehead above 
a pair of unwearlable eyes, The eyes seem out 
of place, in the weary, faded face; they glow 
and flash like two diamond sparks, set {n ridges 
The face is a serious one, but 
the play of light in the eyes, unquenchable hy 
time, betrays the nature full of sunshine and 
elate life. A sidewlse glance at the protile shows 
a face strikingly Lincoln-like, prominent cheek 
bones, temples, nose and chin; but best of all 
that twinkling drollery in the eye that flashed 
in the White House dnring the dark days of 
the Civil] war. To my query he replied cheerily: 

“Certainly, certainly, sir, PH talk to von about

but the other book did the most amazing work, 
He was a Democrat, like his father and all of 
us, when he began to read It. When he closed 
it he was a Whig, heart and soul, and he went 
step by step til he became fender of the Re- 
publicans.” . 

“WI you deserite hint when a boy?" 

“Well, he was at this thme not grown, only
